Man with 
iron bar 
batters 
children 

TWO children who were 
beaten by a man with a 
metal bar are too scared to 
go outside after dark, their 
parents have said. 

The two friends were 
assaulted in Tipton. 

Callum Leonard, aged 14, 
and Jessica Wilde, 13, were 
sitting near playing fields at 
Wallbank Primary School, 
sending texts to friends 
when a man walked up from 
behind and attacked them. 

Although each was hit at 
least twice on the head, they 
managed to escape by 
running along a path. 

They suffered several 
deep cuts. The attacker was 
white, thought to be about 
20 . 

Callum’s mother Claire 
Leonard, of Henn Drive, 
Tipton, said: “They had run 
for about 15 minutes before 
they stopped to ring anyone, 
they were that frightened. 

“The blow has actually 
left a dent in his head.” 

Jessica’s mother Claire 
Wilde, of Havacre Lane in 
Coseley, said Callum was a 
hero after he grabbed her 
daughter off the ground and 
helped her run off. She said 
her daughter had been badly 
shaken by the assault. 

The youngsters are back 
at The Coseley School.

One in three 
unqualified 

MORE than a third of people 
in Sandwell have no formal 
qualifications, according to 
the latest census figures - 
that’s 85,040 people with no 
qualifications. 

The figures also showed 
that of 121,498 households, 
30.7 per cent have no adults 
in employment in homes 
with no dependent children. 

In homes with dependent 
children, seven per cent of 
households have no adults in 
employment. 

Of the 239,729 people over 
16 in Sandwell, 104,285 are 
living as a couple, while 
27,255 people are cohabit¬ 
ing.

10 BUILD 750 HOMES

PLANS to build more than 750 homes 
in Sandwell by 2015 have been given a 
welcome. 


Sandwell Council has announced a proposal to 
build the homes on five major developments in West 
Bromwich, Smethwick, Wednesbury and Tipton. 


40 jobs 
created 
at town's 
new shop 

A DISCOUNT goods shop 
which will open in West 
Bromwich on Saturday, has 
created 40 jobs in the town it 
has been revealed. 

Budget retailer Home 
Bargains has spent £500,000 
revamping the site, formerly 
occupied by WHSmiths. 

The store, in Duchess 
Parade, is the latest addition 
to the 280-branch Home 
Bargains chain. 

Operations director Joe 
Morris said: “Home Bar¬ 
gains is excited to be opening 
the West Bromwich store 
and we look forward to wel¬ 
coming customers. ” 

The 10,000 sq ft store will 
sell health and beauty goods, 
household wares, sweets and 
snacks and soft furnishings. 

Mr Morris added: 
“Duchess Parade will be a 
great location for us - we’re 
thrilled to be in a position to 
offer local people top 
branded goods at exception¬ 
ally low prices.” 

The firm plans to open 
another 50 sites in the next 
12 months, bucking current 
trends in the retail industry. 


The properties will be a 
mix of family homes and 
bungalows for older people, 
some for private sale and 
others for social rent. 

The projects have been 
made possible, in part, by a 
£10m investment from the 
Homes and Communica¬ 
tions Agency. They have 
been contracted to house 
builders Kier Partnership 
Homes, Barratt Homes and 
Compendium Living. 

Kier will build in Greets 
Green and Tipton, and 
Barratt will build in the 
Windmill Lane area of 
Smethwick. 

Compendium Living has 
been allocated the Harvills 
Hawthorn area of Wednes¬ 
bury, and the Durham 
Estate in West Bromwich. 

Affordable 

Council leader Councillor 
Darren Cooper said: 
“Smethwick is clearly a 
town on the move. This is a 
very welcome addition to the 
desperate housing situation 
in the borough. 

“I am hoping that building 
the first houses in the Wind¬ 
mill Lane area will start in 
March next year.” 

Councillor Simon 

Hackett, cabinet member 
for housing, said it was “fan¬ 
tastic” news. 

He added: “We’re thrilled 
to be working with these 
partners who will allow us to 
provide residents with an 
excellent range of affordable 
homes.” 

The contracts insist that 
the builders must make jobs 
and training opportunities 
available to local people. 


Terrifying shop raid 

caught on film

A CCTV camera captured on film a ter¬ 
rifying armed raid on a Smethwick jew¬ 
ellery shop. 

Dressed in black and wearing orange 
builders’ gloves, four thugs smashed 
their way into a glass cabinet to steal 
17 trays of gold items at Davand Jew¬ 
ellery in Bearwood Road. 

The pictures show glass and jew¬ 
ellery being scattered as store owner 
David Nicholls tries to defend his shop 
by throwing things at the raiders. 

The drama, which only lasted about 
30 seconds, started at about 4.40 on 
Saturday afternoon. 

The gang burst into the shop as Mr 
Nicholls, aged 53, and his wife Linda 
were in the back, getting ready to close 
for the day. Mr Nicholls confronted the 
thugs and demanded they leave but he 
was hit over the head with a sledge¬ 
hammer. 

Luckily he wasn’t badly hurt. He 
said later: “I just acted out of adrena¬ 
line. It was more upsetting for my wife 
who saw them hit me.”

stolen in the raid and Mr Nicholls had 
to go to hospital, but he discharged 
himself the same day. 

Police have been studying the CCTV 
footage to catch the gang. 

It is thought they got away down St 
Mary’s Road in a dark coloured car.

“What happened was absolutely ter¬ 
rifying,” Mr Nicholls said. 

Damage to the shop will cost about 
£3,000 to repair. 


School is 
set for a 
move to 
new home 

A SECONDARY school in 
Wednesbury will be relo¬ 
cated to a campus almost 10 
miles across Sandwell under 
new education development 
plans. 

Under the proposals 
Stuart Bathurst Catholic 
High School, which has 
more than 800 pupils, will 
move to the site of Oldbury 
Academy, formerly the site 
of Langley High School. 

The Roman Catholic 
Archdiocese of Birmingham 
is in talks with Sandwell 
Council over the move. The 
plan would also see St 
Hubert’s Catholic Primary 
School relocated just over a 
mile from its present site to 
share the new campus. 

Sandwell’s education 
chief Councillor Bob 
Badham was today (Thurs¬ 
day) due to approve that the 
council enters into formal 
discussions with the arch¬ 
diocese and the schools. 

A council report states 
that Oldbury Academy is 
due to vacate its home in 
Moat Road in February. 

It says: “The site is large 
enough to support second¬ 
ary and primary provision in 
a location of continuing high 
demand.” 

Councillor Badham said 
Stuart Bathurst’s current 
building was in a “terrible” 
state. 

The school missed out on 
funding when the Govern¬ 
ment scrapped the Building 
Schools for the Future 
scheme. 

Fire-hit boss

RESIDENTS who were 
caught up in a huge fire in 
Oldbury went face-to-face 
with the boss of the factory 
where the blaze started. 

More than 100 people 
turned up at a public 
meeting with Adam Wallis, 
managing director of Alco¬ 
hols Ltd. The fire there 
damaged neighbouring 
homes and cars. 

Residents of Crosswells 
Road, Hall Street and 
Trident Drive, demanded 
undertakings on safety from 
Mr Wallis.

Temporary reprieve for 
threatened historic pub 


AN historic pub has been spared from demo¬ 
lition after a protection order was placed on 
the building. 

Investigations will be carried out to assess if it should be 
listed. Smethwick’s Thimblemill pub was added to 
Sandwell Council’s local list of architecturally or economi¬ 
cally important buildings earlier this year. 

Bosses at the council which does not own the building, 
became concerned after development inquiries included 


Go online 
for school 
closures 

SANDWELL parents are 
being reminded that they 
can find out about school 
closures this winter via the 
council’s special web page. 
The page will be updated as 
early in the morning as pos¬ 
sible with a list of schools 
that are closed because of 
bad weather. Details will 
also be put on Facebook and 
Twitter. 

Sandwell Council’s cabinet 
member for children and 
families Councillor Bob 
Badham said: “We don’t 
operate blanket closures of 
schools in Sandwell. It’s 
down to head teachers to 
decide if their school needs 
to close. 

“That might be due to heavy 
snowfalls, very icy condi¬ 
tions, or if the heating 
breaks down. 

“Parents need to know if 
their child’s school isn’t 
going to be open, and we 
want to give them that infor¬ 
mation as early as we can. 

“I want to remind schools to 
make it a priority to let the 
council know if they aren’t 
going to be open. We can get 
the information on our 
website and social networks 
to let parents know so they 
can make arrangements for 
their children.” 


demolishing the Thim¬ 
blemill Road building. 

At Sandwell Council’s 
cabinet advisory team for 
economy and jobs, an Imme¬ 
diate Article Direction was 
placed on the site - protect¬ 
ing it from demolition. 

Councillor Derek Rowley, 
cabinet member for jobs and 
economy, said it would give 
officers the chance to inves¬ 
tigate if the building should 
get listed status. 

The council would also 
talk to the owners to see if 
plans could be advanced 
without demolition. 

“This is a historically 
important building in the 
area and we at least want 
the chance to investigate 
any opportunities for retain¬ 
ing it,” he said. 

“This order means the 
site is protected from demo¬ 
lition for now. 

Developed 

“Officers have started 
looking into whether the 
pub should be listed. 

“We will also be talking to 
the owners to see if the site 
can be developed without 
the building being demol¬ 
ished.” 

Councillor Rowley said if 
findings revealed the build¬ 
ing could not be listed, the 
article could be removed 
allowing other develop¬ 
ments to be looked at. 

The pub takes its name 
from a thimble mill which 
was once in the area. It is 
vacant. The brick building is 
long, low, under a tiled roof 
and with stone detailing. It 
is next to Thimblemill 
library - also a historic 
building.

Haul of 
stolen 
TV cables 
seized 

VANS and tons of stolen TV 
and power cables were 
seized in an operation to 
tackle metal theft in the 
West Midlands. 

Working under the 
banner of the national 
crackdown on metal theft, 
Operation Tornado, police 
officers visited more than 40 
scrapyards in the region last 
week. 

They seized four vans and 
cars, which either failed to 
have legal documents or 
were being used to carry 
waste illegally. 

Power cables from BT, 
Virgin Media and Western 
Power were also found at a 
handful of yards, which 
should not be sold on the 
open market. 

Seizures also included 
two skips’ worth of Calor 
Gas bottles, which should 
also only be recycled 
through approved yards. 

The aim of the action was 
to hammer home the 
police’s zero tolerance policy 
for metal theft. It followed a 
change in the law under 
which yards are banned 
from paying cash for scrap, 
and sellers have to provide 
ID. 

The Association of Chief 
Police Officers estimates 
that metal theft costs the 
economy £770 million a year. 

Start date 
for work 
at depot 

A £10 million waste depot in 
West Bromwich, which will 
create a dozen jobs, will be 
fully operational by January 
7, bosses have said. 

Hundreds of people have 
been working on the Eagle 
Recovery Transfer Hub in 
Hill Top since the beginning 
of the year. 

It will be used to collect 
waste from across the region 
before it is transported else¬ 
where. 

The project is now 
nearing completion with 
builders focusing on the 
staff accommodation, road 
access and installing fencing 
around the site, which has a 
55ft chimney stack. 

Sandwell’s neighbour¬ 
hoods boss Councillor Ian 
Jones said the plant was 
expected to be operational 
by January 7. 

Serco, which manages 
Sandwell’s waste, will run 
the site. 
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Council's 
complaint 
bill adds 
upto£7k 

SANDWELL Council 
received 147 complaints last 
year and had to pay out more 
than £7,000 in settlement 
fees, figures have revealed. 

Most complaints to the 
local government ombuds¬ 
man in 2011/2012 about 
Sandwell Council were to do 
with housing. 

There were 47 complaints 
about housing, 30 about 
environmental and public 
protection issues and 23 
about education and chil¬ 
dren’s services. There were 
21 on benefits and tax. The 
others were to do with trans¬ 
port, planning, corporate 
services and adult social 
care. 

The ombudsman investi¬ 
gated 60 complaints the rest 
were deemed too premature, 
or just needed advice to be 
given. Of the 60, the 
ombudsman could not find 
enough evidence in 28, and 
in seven no injustice or only 
minor injustice was found. 

The rest, 25, were settled 
between the council and 
ombudsman and com¬ 
plainant, and no action was 
taken. The number of com¬ 
plaints to the council was 
down on last year. 

In 2010/2011 the council 
paid out £13,041. In 2011/ 
2012 they paid £7,019.59. 

The ombudsman’s annual 
review says it took 30 days 
on average for the council to 
respond to complaints. The 
target is 28 days. 

Hanging 
suicide of 
man, 25 

A MAN hanged himself from 
a tree on waste ground near 
his Sandwell home after 
going missing the night 
before, an inquest heard. 

Lee Holden, 25, was found 
by a friend who was search¬ 
ing for him in Oldbury, on 
August 20. 

Smethwick Coroner’s 
Court heard Mr Holden had 
left his home in Ashes Road 
at 8.30pm on August 19 to go 
to a shop. 

His partner, Stacey 
Sedgley, said became con¬ 
cerned when he did not 
return and alerted friends 
and family. 

Black Country coroner Mr 
Robin Balmain recorded a 
verdict that Mr Holden 
killed himself. 

Mr Holden’s family said 
they did not know why he 
had taken his own life. 


Family's plea for help to track down killers 



THE family of a man whose body 
was found with his throat cut in 
a park’s boating lake have 
appealed for witnesses to come 
forward. 

They have revealed that they 
believe he may have gone to a park to 
meet a woman. 

Machinist Jasbir Singh Bains, 
aged 41, was discovered in the water 
in Dartmouth Park, West Bromwich, 
last Wednesday. 

His cousin, 40-year-old Balwinder 
Singh Bains, was the last person to 


see him alive the night before his 
body was found - and has spoken 
about the cousin he grew up with. 

Mr Bains said his cousin had been 
having housing difficulties, and in 
the days leading up to his death he 
had been sleeping rough. 

He had booked him into the Desi 
Junction Hotel, in West Bromwich, 
so that he could clean himself up. 

During a press conference, he said: 
“I told him to stay there so he could 
sort his head out. 

“He did tell me he had got a girl 


pregnant and had received a death 
threat. But he was mumbling and I 
took everything with a pinch of salt. 

“I gave him £20 for food the next 
day, and thought he would stay there 
all night. 

“But I think he was was lured into 
a meeting at the park. 

Childhood 

“I can’t understand why he would 
come here.” 

Mr Bains said his cousin had three 
sons, aged 13, six and two and had 
worked as a machinist. 


Recalling his childhood, he added: 
“We used to come to the park to play. 

“This is somewhere we knew very 
well. Jasbir was a fun-loving person, 
and was a friend to everyone. 

“To think he died like this is shock¬ 
ing.” 

Police do not think the attack was 
random and said there was no strug¬ 
gle.

Residents ask fire-hit firm 
to move chemical operation 


ANGRY householders who were 
caught up in a huge factory fire 
have called for the operation there 
to be scaled down if bosses 
decide to rebuild at the site. 

Residents of Crosswells Road, Hall Street 
and Trident Drive, in Oldbury, went head-to- 
head with managing director of Alcohols 
Limited, Adam Wallis, at a public meeting 
last week. 

More than 100 people turned up at Moat 
Farm Junior School to give their views in the 
aftermath of the fire which engulfed the 
factory and damaged nearby homes and cars. 

Homes were evacuated when flames 
started to take hold at the factory, in Cross¬ 
wells Road, Langley, on November 26 and 
families were sent to an emergency centre at 
Moat Farm Junior School before spending 
the night with relatives or at hotels. 

More than 70 firefighters battled the 
blaze. 

Residents said while they had no problems 
with the gin distillery part of the operation 
staying at the site, they called on Mr Wallis 
to consider moving the part of the business 
which deals with chemical distribution. 

Mr Wallis told the meeting no option was 
being discarded, as no final decision had yet 
been made on the future of the site - and 
would not be until assessments and talks had 
been carried out. 

Serious 

One nearby resident Jayne Wilkinson, of 
Hall Street, said: “Residents have not come 
here tonight with pitchforks demanding 
Alcohols Ltd out of the Oldbury community. 

“All we are asking is that you consider 
moving the portion of the business which 
deals with chemicals to another site. This 
would pose a far less serious risk. 

“We all need to move forward from this 
and work together. 

“Residents need to be kept better 
informed on what is happening at the factory 
so they know what to do in the future should 
the firm continue operating at this site.” 

Mr Wallis said the factory had been 
assessed by the Health and Safety Executive 
and all the regulations had been abided by. 

He said chemicals stored at the site were 
used in the cosmetics, pharmaceutical and 
print packaging industries. 

Mr Wallis also told the meeting asbestos 
from the site had been assessed as the white 
variety which was low risk.

But father-of-two Darren O’ Neill, aged 
40, who lives behind the factory in Vicarage 
Street, said there were still major concerns. 

“There is only a six-foot high wooden fence 
separating my garden from the factory. I 
have children and they play at the bottom of 
the garden. We want to know if the firm 
could install a better wall to protect my prop¬ 
erty, and also to keep residents better 
informed of what is happening.” 


Other residents were concerned about 
having to claim on their own home insurance 
policies to fund repairs, which would cause 
their premiums to rise. Resident Tim Pye, 
55, of Crosswells Road, said: “We are being 
asked to claim on our insurance for some¬ 
thing which was not our fault. How can this 
be right?” 

Mr Wallis said a loss adjuster would 
discuss matters with residents although he 


could not say how long it would take to deal 
with individual issues. He added: “I would 
again like to apologise for what happened. A 
decision has not been made on what will 
happen at the factory. It will not be a decision 
which we make lightly and we face up to our 
responsibilities.” 

Mr Wallis said a worker injured in the fire 
had been discharged from hospital and was 
expected to make a full recovery.

Crescent, Cradley Heath, 
called crews after a fire 
alarm went off in a neigh¬ 
bouring house last week. 

When 999 crews from 
Cradley Heath arrived at 
the property they had to 
break down the door to get 
in. Inside, they found that 
the elderly man had fallen. 

He was cooking food 
when he fell, causing the 
alarm to sound.

It is the 
freedom of any editor or proprietor to support any 
political party they choose. The journalist is free to 
work for any newspaper he likes. The readers are 
free to buy newspapers that reflect their politics. 

Many British newspapers, both national and 
regional, were born out of political activism and the 
desire to change the world. That is why we have 
such a rich and varied Press. Television broadcast¬ 
ers are bound by law to be politically balanced, and 
are overseen by Ofcom. Newspapers are free of 
such rules but we have plenty of enemies who 
would relish the Press being brought under Ofcom’s 
control. 

“Political balance” has a sweet, reasonable ring 
but it is the antithesis of a free Press. And if we went 
down that road, with every column inch analysed for 
political bias and balance, Britain would only need 
one newspaper. We could call it Truth or as they say 
in Russia, Pravda.

Warning as fake chargers found on sale 


COUNTERFEIT iPod charg¬ 
ers which could be dangerous 
have been discovered by 
trading standards officers in 
West Bromwich. 

They were found after a 
member of the public 
approached officers from 
Sandwell trading standards to 
report that a charger had 
destroyed his iPod and given 
him a mild electric shock. 


It was found that the charg¬ 
ers, being sold at a fraction of 
the cost of the real thing, failed 
to comply with the Electrical 
Equipment (Safety) Regula¬ 
tions. 

Cabinet member for neigh¬ 
bourhood services, Councillor 
Ian Jones, said: “People may 
be tempted to buy cheap charg¬ 
ers, but I would urge people 
not to risk their lives for the 


sake of a few pounds.” 

The items are described as 
Apple Emerson Network 
Power Charger Model no. 
A1299 and the product is 
marked as being “Designed by 
Apple in California”. 

Bob Charnley, trading stan¬ 
dards manager, said: “If people 
have bought them they should 
stop using them immediately. 
Any retailers who have them in 


stock should ensure they are 
removed from sale.” 

Trading standards officers 
are now investigating the case 
and have made a formal 
request for the invoices to 
trace the supplier.

£10m housing scheme 
for elderly on the cards 


PLANS have been submitted 
for a £10 million extra care 
housing scheme for older 
people in Sandwell. 

Housing 21 has applied to Sandwell 
Council to build the 81-apartment 
extra care unit on the corner of Dial 
Lane and Ebenezer Street. 

The four-storey apartment block 
will be built on the site of a former 
tower block. 

The development is being under¬ 
taken in partnership with Sandwell 
Council to provide housing for elderly 
people, and provide specialist facili¬ 
ties and support for those with 
dementia. 

The former tower block was 
recently demolished by the council. 
The application comes just weeks 
after council bosses approved plans 
that funds from the sale of the site 
should go towards the development. 

In a report to planners, developers 
state: “It is intended that this will 
support the existing extra care serv¬ 
ices in the area and address a current 
housing need. 

Flexible 

“The proposed development will 
provide flexible, up-to-date accommo¬ 
dation for older people of the area to 
complement or strengthen those of 
the existing community.” 

The development will include 81, 
one and two-bedroom apartments. 
There will also be restaurant and 
lounge facilities, multi-use rooms and 
a hairdressing salon, which will all be 
open to the public. 

The scheme will also include 
private residents’ lounges, a staff 
zone, car parking and cycle racks. 

The scheme will have strict security 
and privacy measures to ensure the 
welfare of the residents. 

There will be semi-public areas 
where visitors are welcome. 

The residents will each have their 
own front door and access to 24-hour 
care. There will also be a self-con¬ 
tained guest apartment for visiting 
friends and family. 

The scheme on Dial Lane is 
expected to be completed by March 
2015.

2013. 

Extra tax 
on empty 
properties 

HOMEOWNERS in 

Sandwell who leave their 
homes empty will be hit with 
an extra tax, under plans 
due to be approved this 
week. 

Sandwell Council will 
introduce an Empty Homes 
Premium on top of council 
tax in a bid to reduce the 
number of empty homes in 
the borough. There are 
about 4,000. 

Those who leave their 
homes empty for more than 
two years will have to pay a 
50 per cent surcharge. 

The income will also raise 
funds to meet Government 
savings. 

From next April the Gov¬ 
ernment is introducing local 
council tax support schemes 
designed and run by coun¬ 
cils. Government funding to 
support the schemes will be 
reduced by 10 per cent, a 
£3.2m cut for Sandwell. 


Officer single-handedly broke up brawl

A POLICE officer single-handedly 
broke up a brawling group of rival 
football fans at a West Bromwich 
pub, and made nine arrests. 

Pc Andrew Francis was the only 
officer at the Wagon and Horses in 
Halfords Lane, near the Hawthorns 
football ground, on April 14, when a 
fight broke out between Baggies and 
Queens Park Rangers fans. 

The yobs threw bottles, bricks, 
and glasses at each other, and were 
goading each other to fight. 

But the disorder was cut short 


after 30 seconds when Pc Francis 
waded in. He intervened when he 
saw glasses, bottles and bricks being 
thrown. He managed to put a stop to 
the violence, which lasted less than a 
minute and arrested nine people at 
the scene before his colleagues 
arrived. 

Six of those people were sentenced 
at Birmingham Crown Court last 
week. After the hearing Pc Francis 
said: “It was a scary experience and 
one which law-abiding fans should 
not have to put up with. 


“Thankfully it is only a minority of 
supporters who attend matches in 
order to cause trouble and we will 
always take a tough stance against 
them. 

“Every police officer wants to 
protect the innocent and lock up 
criminals -1 was just doing my job.” 

At the hearing, Albion fans Ben¬ 
jamin Malpass, aged 19, of Barlow 
Road, and Stuart Perkins, 18, of 
Moor Road, both Wednesbury, admit¬ 
ted affray and were ordered to pay 
£100 costs and complete 100 hours of 


unpaid work as part of a 12-month 
community order. 

Baggies supporter Kevin Ward, 20, 
of Carisbrooke Road, Wednesbury, 
pleaded guilty to a public order 
offence and was told to do 80 hours of 
unpaid work. 

Paul Davies, 22, of Watton Close, 
Wolverhampton, admitted affray 
and was given an eight month sus¬ 
pended sentence, 100 hours of 
unpaid work, £100 costs and a 12- 
month supervision order as he had 
breached another community order. 


Chancellor's go-ahead for 
super hospital welcomed 


HOSPITAL bosses have wel¬ 
comed a new finance initiative 
which will see a £370 million 
Sandwell super hospital built. 

But they warn it could still take more 
than five years to complete. 

Chancellor of the Exchequer George 
Osborne announced in his autumn state¬ 
ment last week that the new Private 
Finance 2 initiative is expected to be used 
for the scheme. 

It would mean the go-ahead for the 
Midland Metropolitan Hospital, in Smeth¬ 
wick. 

This comes after the scheme was put into 
doubt following a Treasury review of 
private finance initiatives (PFIs). 

Sandwell and West Birmingham Hospital 
Trust expect it to take six months to alter 
their plans in light of the announcement. 
Following approval procedures, they then 
expect the procurement, building and com¬ 
missioning phases of the scheme to take up 
to five years to complete. 

Positive 

The 670-bed hospital in Grove Lane will 
replace Sandwell Hospital in West 
Bromwich and City Hospital in Winson 
Green. 

In a statement following the announce¬ 
ment, the Trust said: “We welcome the 
Chancellor’s highlighting of our new hospi¬ 
tal scheme in his autumn statement. 

“We see it as a positive sign of the support 
there is for the Midland Metropolitan Hos¬ 
pital concept. 

“Clearly we now need to fully understand 
the impact of the new “PF2” finance model 
on our plans and will immediately begin 
that work to make progress as soon as pos¬ 
sible.” 

Halesowen and Rowley Regis MP James 
Morris welcomed the news, he said: “I hope 
that the local NHS Trust and the Depart¬ 
ment of Health can complete their discus¬ 
sions as soon as possible so that work can 
begin on this important project.”

CALLS have been made for “no-fouling” 
signs in Habberley Road, Blackheath, to 
stop dog owners allowing their pets to leave 
dog mess. Residents say children and cars 
have to go through the mess. Sandwell 
Council is investigating.

Avion cinema book is 
last work of historian 


A BOOK based upon the 
scrapbooks of a cinema 
manager was launched last 
week by friends of an 
Aldridge author, who dedi¬ 
cated the last years of his 
life to its research. 

The Avion, by the late author and 
historian Harry Dennant, tells the 
stories behind the village’s cinema. 
The grand picture palace was focal 
point of the community during its 
heyday during the golden age of 
Holy wood and also saw live perform¬ 
ances from top enterainers, such as 
George Formby. 

The book was largely derived from 
the scrapbooks of the general 
manager Harry Russell, who worked 
there for 20 years, as well as from 
firsthand accounts of patrons and 
former staff recorded by Mr Dennant 
since 2007. 

The Avion Cinema De Luxe was 
built by businessman Albert Brain 
and opened in September 26, 1938, 
to bring a touch of Hollywood glamor 
to Aldridge.

As well as being a cinema showing 
American and British movies, The 
Avion also put on shows and in its 
later years, like so many cinemas, 
became a bingo hall. 

It hosted George Formby for its 
grand opening before the war but the 
premises also saw many other stars 
after it introduced variety acts in 
1950. 

Comedian 

These included comedian Larry 
Grayson, famous for hosting The 
Generation Game and his ‘Shut That 
Door’ catchphrase, pianist Semprini 
and Irish crooner Val Doonican with 
his group The Ramblers. 

Aldridge jockey Johnny Bullock, 
winner of the 1951 Grand National 
on 40-1 outsider Nickel Coin, was 
guest of honour at The Avion to 
watch a newsreel of his famous 
victory. 

In 1973 an Aldridge man, Harry 
Whitehouse, purchased the building 
and converted it into the popular 


Legalite Bingo Hall, and it remained 
in his family until his death in 1993 
at the age of 83. It was taken over by 
Jarglen and later Gala Bingo before 
being abandoned in 2009. 

The building was partially demol¬ 
ished but its shell is to be turned into 
a J.D Wether spoons pub under plans 
approved by Walsall Council. 

In her foreword, the book’s editor 
Sue Satterthwaite said: “There 
could be no one better than Harry 
Dennant to write a book about The 
Avion. Harry loved the place but 
sadly he died before his work could 
be completed.” 

Proceeds from sales of the book, 
priced £5m will go to two local chari¬ 
ties - Rosie’s Helping Hands, a 
charity which Harry supported, and 
St Giles Walsall Hospice where the 
author spent the final days of his life. 

The book is available from several 
local outlets. These include Aldridge 
Library, in Rookery Lane, Aldridge; 
Scrumptious Sweets and Treats, 
Anchor Parade, Aldridge; Lynda’s 
Pets and Plants Walsall Wood Road, 
Aldridge; and Waterstones, in Park 
Street, Walsall.

“It will cost maybe £2,000 to put 
right. You just don’t know what to do 
for the best. I’m just glad that no-one 
was hurt.” 

Lisa Jacques and her husband 
Mark, aged 40 and 45, heard the com¬ 
motion and the scraping noises. It is 
thought the BMW hit each car in turn.

MY TIME OVER FIFTIES

ing talk. The Hippodrome began its life in 
1899 as the Tower of Varieties and Circus 
but unfortunately lasted only six weeks. It 
reopened in 1900 as the Tivoli Theatre of 
Varieties and finally in 1903 the theatre 
became the Hippodrome. Variety shows 
were twice nightly, even inthe Second World 
War when the audience was given the option 
of leaving if there was an air raid, but the 
show went on regardless. 

Many famous performers have trod the 
boards. The 1930s saw the first ice show, 
and stars such as George Formby and Man- 
tovani. In the 1950s musicals such as 
Carousel and Annie Get Your Gun became 
more popular and the first pantomime took 
place in 1957. The 1960s saw rebuilding. 
The wooden tower that had stood since 1899 
was found to be rotten and demolished, 
changing the Birmingham sky line. 

The Beatles appeared twice in 1963, 
March and November, by which time they 
had become famous and were smuggled out 
of the theatre disguised as police! It closed 
in 1999 for redevelopment, including facili¬ 
ties for the Birmingham Royal Ballet. 

The second speaker, Jenny Wallwood, of 
Age UK, gave details of the SpringBoard 
programme for people aged 50 plus.

W henever the show is 

broadcast, fans know that 
Christmas is just around the 
corner - but who will be celebrating 
the festive season with a shiny new 
trophy on the mantelpiece as well as 
a turkey in the oven?

THE list of excuses available to 
Albion is extensive. Fans can only 
hope the Baggies reject them all. 

Because while Steve Clarke and his 
players deserved much better from referee 
Mike Jones at the Emirates Stadium on 
Saturday, they deserved nothing more 
than they got from a discouraging after¬ 
noon, writes Steve Madeley. 

If Clarke and his men are to avoid a little 
local difficulty being something more akin 
to a real slump, they must first acknowledge 
a fractional drop in standards contributing 
to the first difficult period of an impressive 
debut season under the new boss. 

Pre-Christmas fixtures - starting with 
Sunday’s Hawthorns game against West 
Ham - are inviting enough for Clarke and 
Co to convert a brilliant start to the season 
into a fabulous position come 2013. 

Failings 



But to do so they will need to accept the 
small but significant failings that culmi¬ 
nated in a third successive defeat on a frus¬ 
trating afternoon in north London. 

Albion’s players headed into the capital 
after Saturday’s defeat for a well-deserved 
Christmas party to celebrate what remains 
an excellent opening 16 games of the season. 

Conversation in London’s bars and clubs 
will have strayed inevitably to the series of 
factors that made Saturday’s mission even 
tougher than it would ordinarily have been. 

There was the critical absence of Claudio 
Yacob due to a sore hamstring, compounded 
by the early loss of Liam Ridgewell to a 
mystery ankle pain that clearly disrupted 
Clarke’s defensive plans. 

There was the magnificent intensity to 
Arsenal’s movement without the ball that 
played havoc with the Baggies’ customary 
attacking fluency. 

There was referee Jones’ failure to spot a 
shove on Ridgewell’s replacement, Goran 
Popov, in the build-up to a crucial second

penalty from which Mikel Arteta put the 
Gunners beyond their visitors’ reach. 

And, most critically and infuriatingly, 
there was the shocking dive from Santi 
Cazorla that brought Arteta’s first-half 
spot-kick - and the woeful Jones’ willing¬ 
ness to fall for it. 

Hopefully, though, before the Hawthorns 
squad got down to their serious revelry to 
mark a superb campaign so far, they will 
have reflected on what they need to do to 
rediscover the form that brought them four 
successive wins and third place in the table. 

There is no cause for alarm and certainly 
no need for recriminations in the 
Hawthorns dressing room. 

Yet, since they pitched up in Swansea for 
what would turn out to be the start of a dis¬ 
appointing 11 days, there has been a mar¬ 
ginal drop in standards; a subtle but 
significant loss of ferocity, that has left 


Clarke’s side unable to match the heights 
that propelled them to their finest top-flight 
start in a generation. 

It was exploited on Saturday by an 
Arsenal side who displayed an impressive 
desire to put right the recent problems that 
had left manager Arsene Wenger in the spot¬ 
light. 

While their attacking tempo was a little 
short of its sublime best and their finishing 
left plenty to be desired, there was a hunger 
to close down and pressurise Albion that 
was almost Barcelona-esque in its intensity.
